The importance of accreditation can be understood 
best if the national pattern of academic recognition is 
clear. 

Throughout the United States there are six regional 
districts and the recognized colleges within each area 
are organized in a forma! association. These six college 
associations that blanket the nation are: New England 
Assn.. Middle Atlantic Assn., Southern Asan. North- 
Central Assn.. Northeast Asan. and Western College 
Asan. 

One of the functions of these regional associations 
is to judge the quality o! each college in a given geo- 
graphic area and admit to membership only those 
schools that achieve minimum academic excellence. A 
college that is accepted to membership by its associa- 
tion is declared to be “regionally accredited.” and this 
rating by one regiona! association is recognized as full 
academic status by all other associations throughout 
the nation. 

Upland College has been regionally accredited and 
this recognition is extremely important to both the 
college and the Upland community. It means that this 
local institution was judged to have acceptable acade- 
mic standards by the organization of colleges in this 
area known as Western College Asan. 


It also means that the other five regional associa- 
tions throughout the nation extend to U: this same 
status, In addition regional accreditation aseures the 
students that work satisfactorily completed on this cam- 
pus is transferable to other colleges and universities. 


Farther. having been admitted to Western College 
Asan., Upland College is eligible to participate in a 
greater number of educational projects and is qualified 
to affiliate with an increased number of national colle- 
giate agencies. 

The community of Upland also shares in this 
achievement in a very real way. Regiorial accreditation 
brings increased status to the West End because of the 
fully recognized four year liberal arts college that now 
serves our community. The resulting growth in student 
body will bring an increased amount of human and 
financial resources to this area.
